Tuesday morning the 
ceased and quiet was restor- 
t at Bine o'clock- that night, 
bliiigs were h^ard, shortly 
followed by a reappearance 
in the mountains which 
ahol% several bnndrad feet, frigb- 
tened people again flocked to town 
and at midnight a church tower ° fell 
carrying with it the .roota ot three 
houses, aad killing 9 and wounding 
18 people. 

Kumbling, which sounded like the 
heavieat cannonading, commenced 
and iaated over sn hour and a half, 
the people rushing madly through 
the streeto praying and crying. Just 
before daylight another prolonged 
ahook wbtoh to vanoualy calculated 
to have laated from two and a quar- 
ter to three minutes, rocked the 
whole town as if it were a cradle, 
many flee ng people wtia killed by 
rocks which fell in a p«rfaet ahowav 
like a hail atorm. 

SBMike from the |monntalna to the 
noitbweet arose to an enormous 
height^ followed shortly after by the 
bnnting out of flames from the 
mountoin sides, aud the throwing out 
of rocks and lava. Shortly after 
streams of molten lava which set fire 
to a number of bouses on tba moun- 
tain occurred. Cattle grazing near 
by fled and were killed, being en- 
gulfed in the lava, which continued 
flowhsg in heavy stteama. It ia re- 
ported at Yetapan that 71 hooaea 
were deatioyed, and 153 dead bodies 
have been recovered, there ara many 
more miasiog. At Covajnanoa 37 
housea were destroyed. Nlaetr*flve 
bodies were recovered. 

At Oaynscat 29 bonaea wen de- 
atooyed and 111 bodies were recover- 
ed. It to Impoaaible yet to five a 
full aooonnt of the dtoaater. Many 
amall aettlements are l>elieved to 
have been debtroyed. Sbocka ex- 
tended over the whole Yejtpan chain 
and flames were seen also in the Pa- 
oi^Ta mountaina. The abooka have 
now oaaaed, but the amoka to atlll 
discernabie at different points in the 
monnt^na, It to feared that the end 
la not yet.

in eon'uy wake up to a tru* realiaa- 
tion of their position, as compsied 
with other (iountiea, the culture aud 
management of wheat will remain aa 
it haa in the peat, un^roiltable, they 
can never expect to reap the same 
reaulu. There are no plaaaible rea 
sons why we 'can't make aa many 
bushels per acre, and why our grade 
should not be as good or even Itetter. 
Our aoil oonaista ot lime and und- 
atone, the greiitiM''part of our eount> 

is high and rolling; high, dry liind 
always produces the best reeulta with 
the proper iBaaagemeat and culture. 

One of our s-i^trr counties has b. en 
for several years excelling us as far a>- 
tbe yield per acre is concerned, hut 
our county excels lier Jin (piality nnd 
grade. We have bad a jealous eye 
on her for kereral years. We know 
from aome reason her yeild of wheat 
has been much larger than our*. 
There can't be an efiltet witliout a 
oaoee. The farmera of our county 
(tbe wrrter ia proud to mf) areatudy 
ing the cause. Our farmers know- 
that like cauaei produce like effects 
They are learning that the prime 
cause is in the way they prepare tlicir 
land for the berry. In the first pi ce 
they brake their wheat land in iIk 
month of August, wet or dry, wben 
the have finished breaking tbey ii ir 
row, log or roll until the boil is in 
perfect condition for the berry. 
is a very important factor, and < ur 
farmers should tieed it, knowing |by it- 
neglect and iTvU reaulta it baa kept 
them fW>m con)ing to the fnmt aa 
wheat raisers. We shuuM l>e very 
particular and uae good Judgment in 
theaeleetioa of our aeed wheat, nra- 
embering that we row, we must ulso 
reap. If the berry is diseased the 
harveet will be a' crop it- diaeaMd 
wheat. The berry ahf>ulil l)e in a 
sound aud healthy condition. 

That which la the most perplexing 
and makes our farmers faces longer 
than any other one* thing is smut. 
Wh»n at the aame time tbe preven- 
tion of smut in wheat is more eai-ily 
accomplished than anything they have 
to ooBtend with. An ounce of pre- 
venative is worth pounds of ( iiie. 
There is only one sure prevenative of 
amutaaditia very euily appli*d 
Flie free use of blue stone either by 
washing or soaking is as certain cure 
for amut as quinine is for chilli. Far- 
mera who do not use blue stone on 
their aeed wheat do not deeerve any 
sympathy whatever from his fellow 
farmera, milleigi.or buyera. The time 
is almoat here when a farmer can't 
sell smutty wheat for feed purpof-if. 
The time has boon when wheat buy 
era paid tbe anae prioe f>r all elasn » 
of wheat; also the millers gave cncii 
farmer the same number of pounds of 
flour per bushel but all this baa been 
relegated to the past. Under the m w 
era wheat is Eelling according to its 
nieriti>, this is right, it is the only jtiet 
and equitable way oi buying anything 
we raiae or produce. This principal 
will be more rigidly enforced in the 
future. If we raiae a light diaeased 
crop ot wheat, aay ttom fifty to fifty 
six pounds, we certainly do not meiit 
tbe prioe per bushel aa our neighbor 
who baaaixtylwund wheat dry and 
in a healthy condition. It should be 
the ambition of every farmer to out- 
atrip kit neighbor in the yield per 
acre, quality and grade. Show me 
the farmer who ia deetituto of pride 
wad ambition and I will ahow you a 
farmer who has never oome to the 
front in his pursuita, and atill further 
I will show you a farmer who will 
never be anything but a bower of 
wood and drawer of water, always 
lamenting because money does not 
grow on treea. If money did grow on 
treea he would aot 'bav* pride aad 
eneigj eaoogbyio ploek ft oC 

Farmers who can without embar- 
rassing them too much financially 
should ulM fhrtflfaer on their ,wbeat 
land; our leading farmers all over the 
oountry are uaing it ifl|||b paying re- 
eulta. There la a* quaattoa but what 
it paya the farmer a large rate of in- 
tereat on tbe amount invested, it 
makai tha yield'fifom twenty five to 
fifty per oent Ikrger, the berry heavier 
more uniform in die and aUay in ap- 
peaianee.

It it raina your wheat is all 
right, if it doea not rain you only 
fbel tbe better fbr kaowfng you did 
your duty and that your whdht is in 
a aafe ooi^Hion. Your Wheat, to gel 
the beat reeolta, ahoold remain in th^ 
stack orj-ick from six to eight w^kr, 
during thia time you can plow youi 
corn, hoe yo.tr tofaaeeo aad^ attend to 
all mattera, that rtqnira yM||!

During tbe time mentioned above 
your wheat will <;.) lliriiiii:]i what we 
call a sweat, which makes the Ix-rry 
plump and silky in appearance, you 
can then bring the miller and buyer n 
good siiinple, wbicli always attract)' 
their attention, and commands the 
heet price; where tbe offeringa are 
large, the common and inferior qifali- 
tiee are hard to (lieiK)ee of at any 
price. Good wheat ia readily diapoa- 
ed of and givee bettor aatiafbetkm' to 
the owner. Imyer aud peller. There- 
fore it IS to the intereet of every far 
mer to place bia wheat on the market 
in such n couditi()n at' will greatly 
benefit him, and render the disjMMil 
of itaatia'hetory. 

A few of our farmera are wiiif 
awake and abreast of the tiroes as 
regards the culture and proper man 
agement of wheat. I will mentiim a 
few names I surely think, Mr. Editor 
thtiy are deeerring gentlemen, ami 
sliouM lie connected with thia com- 
munication: Petor Shoemaker, Aa- 
ron Towery, Ned Towery, T. H.

A majority of our fanners liiivc an 
idea when they thresh wheat that 
quantity and not quality ia the drair- 
ed object they have an erroneous con- 
ception of qiianity, when the quality 
is first elasa it increasea tbe quanity io 
the same proportion by reaaon of the 
Itetter pn<*e it will command. Wheat 
is sold by ivei^lit. the lighter it is tbe 
leas money it brings on the market. 
You ahould have the manager of the 
threshing machine to liave the ni t- 
chine take out all the faulty grains, 
eheat aad obalf. 

The writer bdlereatbat any man or 

set of men who aie instrumental in 
improving the status o^ the farming 
interest of our country tbould Imvc 
our deaerved reapcct.

to nicasu,-e bis property and ai-ce 
tains what prulit he haa made duri 
the year juat past. 

Tbe business niau finds that, mens 
ured in dollars, he has accomplished 
little if anything, and this is so not 
becauae he baa not added to the aum 
with which he starts, but becauae the 
dollar the thing with which he mea 
Hurts that sum at the end of the yea 
—baa inereaaed in iti maaaoring 
power. His debta bave remained 
the same. Such a condition of thingi 
detera men from entering new enter 

pris'.s deters them f'lom putting 
money into property, sometimes call 
ed businesa. Tbe reverse would be 
true under free coinage of both gold 
and silver. Men would then make a 
profit because the steadily iucreasing 
supply would prevent the dollar from 
increannit in ita measuring power — in 
its value — and this would encourage 
new venturea in the development oi 
I ho nation'a raaonroea, and theae yen 
tu res would put money Into eirealap 
tion. 

Tbe India gentleman apoken of in 

the (|uegtion would have his bullion 
coined into American dollars and have 
it handtd back to him free of charge. 
But after receiving it back it would 
be of no more value to him than be 
fore it was ooined, exce))t for the 
purpoaea of inveatment in the United 
Htatea. He would oonarquently in 
vest it either in the produce of tlie 
factory or the fiurm, ur in aome other 
kind of Amerloan property. Thia 
would create a demand liir American 
products; and who doea not deaire 
such a demand? Free eoinage would 
bring us the entire trade of the silver 
using countries in the world — a trade 
that, without the aid of any gold 
standard nation, would start every 
iWill in the country a"(l maico every 
faim Mooni with prosperity. 

Yos, the Indian gentleman migh: 
buy gold with the American dollar, 
but The Worid>Hearald's interroga- 
tor may rtat aaaured that the owner 
of the geld would not part with a 
d(dlar ot it unlcsH he obtained what 
he thought it waa worth io American 
ailverd^ara. He would then part 
with it, and he will do the ve^ same 
thing today under tbe gold wudard. 
Free ooiaai|;e haa a'>thiag to do with 
the matter at all— OnMba World- 
Herald.
